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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This office action is a response to tine response filed at 2/8/2008. Upon review of 
Applicant's arguments and substantial amendment to the specification and claims have 

changed dramatically scope of invention (narrower limitations), classification and fields 
of search. It is noted that new restriction is warranted. Any inconvenience to Applicant is 
regretted. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

I. Method of heat generation disclosed in an example 1, sections [0077]- [0127] 
(in claims 1, 6, 9, 10, 11); 

II. Method of heat generation disclosed in an example 2, sections [0128]-[0137] 
(in claims 3, 4, 5, 8, 12). 

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the general inventive 
concept set forth, for example, in claims such as claims 1 and 3, does not define over 
the teachings of the prior art set forth, for example, by Hagelshtein (US PAP US 
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2007/0286342 A1) disclosing a method of energy [heat] generation by activation (with 
using ultrasound waves and other interactions) of hydrogen isotopes incorporated into a 
solid material. A neutronless fusion of hydrogen isotopes with transferring of excess 
energy to a solid lattice is a claimed energy source. 

2. If species I or II is elected applicant is further required under PCT Rule 13.1 to elect 
one of the following sub-species for method of activation. 
The sub-species are as follows: 

• Subspecies A: the energy generation based on an ultrasonic waves (claims 4, 9); 

• Subspecies B: the energy generation based on a strong magnetic field (claims 4, 

9); 

• Subspecies C: the energy generation based on a high pressure (claims 4, 9); 

• Subspecies D: the energy generation based on a laser (claims 4, 9); 

• Subspecies E: the energy generation based on a laser explosive flux-compressing 
(claims 4, 9); 

• Subspecies F: the energy generation based on a high density electron beam 

(claims 4, 9); 

• Subspecies G: the energy generation based on a high density current (claims 4, 

9); 

• Subspecies H: the energy generation based on a discharge (claims 4, 9); 

• Subspecies I: the energy generation based on a chemical reaction(claims 4, 9). 
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Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1 .141 . If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

5. The claims are deemed to correspond to the species listed above in the following 
manner: 

Species I, II recited in claims 1, 3-6, 8-12; 
Subspecies A-l recited in claims 4, 9; 

The following claim(s) are generic: claim 1 and claim 3. 

6. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: because 
manufactured from different materials, have different structure and characteristics, 
different modes of operation. 

7. Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an 
identification of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing 
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of all claims readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument 
that a claim is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive 
unless accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise Include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species. MPEP § 809.02(a). 

Should applicant traverse on the ground that the species are not patentably 
distinct, applicant should submit evidence or identify such evidence now of record 
showing the species to be obvious variants or clearly admit on the record that this is the 
case. In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

8. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143).
